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FOOD PRODUCTS BROUGHT BY STEERAGE PASSENGERS FROM PORTS OR 
PLACES INFECTED WITH CHOLERA. 

Attention is called to paragraph 27 of the special regulations on 
account of cholera, to be enforced at foreign ports, which provides as 
follows : 

27. Certain food products, viz, unsalted meats, sausages, dressed poultry, fresh 
butter, fresh milk (unsterilized), fresh cheese, coming from cholera-infected localities, 
or through such localities, if exposed to infection therein, should not be shipped. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables, from districts where cholera prevails, shall be shipped 
only under such sanitary supervision as will enable the inspector to certify that they 
have not been exposed to infection. 

At domestic ports, to supplement the above regulations, it is 
hereby ordered that food products brought by steerage passengers or 
members of the crew from ports or places where cholera prevails, in 
violation of paragraph 27, Quarantine Regulations, whether brought 
in trunks, hand baggage, or on the persons of immigrants or members 
of the crew, shall be removed to the quarantine station. Said food 
products and others, including water supplies, which in the opinion of 
the quarantine officer may be infected, shall be destroyed or held until 
by careful examination it is determined that they are free from infec- 
tion, and if allowed entry must be accompanied by a written certificate 
in each case.
